Secretary’s report 


President Steve Petty called the meeting to order at 
7:01 PM.. Sergeant-at-Arms Roger Serrot reported 
30 members were present, with no guests. 


SECRETARY’S REPORT (Chris Palmer): Minutes 
from the June meeting were read and “accepted as 
read.” 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim Huffman): Per 
Jim, the starting bank balance as of 6/1/22 was 
$44,313.22...not $44,213.22 as was reported at the 
June meeting (Amended minutes were sent 8/6/22). 
With deposits of $15 in membership dues and outlays 
of $24 to Oakstone (cookies), $500 to Lexa Petty 
(Christmas party expenses), & $138.12 to Gerry Teb- 
ben (misc.), the ending bank balance as of 6/30/22 
came to $43,666.10. The starting petty cash balance 
was $535.34. A $10.25 increase from the auction, a 
$58 increase from the 50-50, & a $15 transfer of mem- 
bership money brought the total petty cash balance to 
$618.59. After payments of $5.38 for engraving, $30 
for door prizes, $295.98 to Garlene for her expenses, 
& a $32.50 deposit from the auction, the ending petty 
cash balance came to $254.73. 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT (Steve Petty): Stephen 
ceded time to Chris Palmer to go over plans for the 
club picnic on Sunday, 8/14/22. He then spoke briefly 
about Patrick Hipple from the Osborn Mint in Cincin- 
nati, & suggested arranging a road trip(s) to tour the 
mint.
